St. Clair’s arrest followed the find 
ing of so me envelopes, which he had 
dropped in and nea r the ho use where 
the tragedy was enacted.

them was one his wife had given him 
to mail W ednesday evening. The let­ 
ter was addressed to Fred Conoway , 
Stillman Valley , 111. it read: 


Ro ckfo rd, 111., Jan. 19 . 
Dear Fred: I will write a few lines 
ind see If y ou have any wo rk for 
•Clint, as he has no ne and c a n ’t get 
any to do. Also, Fred, Clint wants 
y ou to write at o nce o r co me and let 
him kno w if y ou succeed. Be sure 
ind let him kno w for he must go to 
wo rk so me place soon. Goodby e and 
o me up. 


Fro m Clinton and B ertha St. 


Sergeant Read and Officer C hand­ 
ler searched out Conoway and t e a m ­ 
'd th a t the a uth o r of the letter was 
Bertiia St. Clair, wife of Clinton St 
’lair. A detail of officers was sent 
o surro und the St. Clair ho use in 
Quarry street. Sergeant Read and 
Capt. Little entered and placed St 
Clair and his wife under arrest. 
Blood stains were fo und on 
the 
n a n ’s coat and rem na nts of cloth of 
he kind Mrs. 
McIntosh had been 
accumulating for y pars were found 
:n the home. In the stove were part- 
’y burned garm ents which showed an 
effort to cover up the crime. 
St. Clair and his wife were taken 
to the statio n. 
She admitted the 
autho rship of the letter and stated 
that she wro te it o n Wednesday . 
States Atto rney No rth, Chief Ber­ 
gen, Sergeant Read and Captain Lit­ 
tle took St. Clair in charge and after 
•o nfro nting him with a mass of cir­ 
cumstantial evidence secured the con 
"esslcn. 
St. Clair produced the knife which 
he used. It was a pocket knife with 
a blade two and three-fo urths inches 
long, sharpened to a keen <\lge. He 
said that ro bbery was his motive and 
stated that he secured $35. He say s 
he called at the w o m an’s house, rap­ 
ped at the door, was admitted

St. Clair is a fo rmer Dixon man, 
having spent most of his life in the 
vicinity of this city . He has a b ro th ­ 
er living a few miles east of Dixon 
and he has worked o n farms near 
here and has spent much of his time 
fishing alo ng the river, 
a couple of 
y ears ago he was so ught by the Rock­ 
ford police in co nnectio n with the 
finding of the dead body of a wo man 
Hong the railro ad tracks near that 
city . St. Clair was found near Dixon 
that time, and while if was believed 
he had been with the wo man sho rtly 
before her death the evidence was 
not stro ng eno ugh to w arra nt ho ld­ 
ing him. 


St. Clair is abo ut 3 5 y ears of age. 
I pon inquiry it was learned that the 
family came here fro m Pennsy lvania 
ibo ut ten y ears ago. The two bro th- 
rs and several sist* rn came here at 
that time and all an* married. All 
are of good reputatio n except Clin­ 
ton, who seems to be the black sheep 
of the family .
